W arsaw, May 2.— Nearly one hun­ 
dred persons were killed or wounded 
in disturbances in various quarters cd 
W arsaw Monday. 
T he troops appar­ 
ently were uncontrollable and violated 
all orders to act with moderation. 
They fired into crowds of d em onstn- 
tors and workmen, in retaliation, re­ 
sorted to the use of firearms and 
bombs. 
Many women and children 
are am ong the dead and dying. 
W hat 
approaches a reign of terror exists to­ 
day, the city presents a most gloomy 
aspect and the tem per of the entire 
com m unity augurs ill. 
May Bay opened with every pros­ 
pect that the recent gloomy forebod­ 
ings would 
find contradiction in a 
peaceful ending. 
Glorious 
w eather 
ushered in the beginning of the cele­ 
brations, and all factories, shops and 
offices 
of 
every 
description 
w e re 
closed. 
The streets were crowded 
from early In the m orning with gaily 
dressed people and troops. 
Children 
everywhere enjoyed them selves in the 
warm sunshine. 
The presence of nu­ 
merous 
patrols 
of 
Cossack 
cavalry 
and infantry were the only rem inder 
of lurking danger. 
No untoward incident was reported 
until afternoon. 
T he first disturb­ 
ances occurred when a procession of 
several thousand workm en carrying 
red 
flags 
m arched 
along 
Zelasna 
street. 
The dem onstration was quite 
orderly anil proceeded without moles­ 
tation for some distance. 
Suddenly 
several squadrons of uhlans appeared, 
but without interfering with the pro­ 
cession. and took up a position along 
the 
sidewalks, 
while 
the 
workm en 
passed through the lines. 
Then a 
com pany of infantry approached from 
the front and im m ediately tho cavalry 
charged into the proc) ssion, driving if 
with the Hat of their swords into a 
disorgani 
i mass. 
W hen the caval­ 
ry withdrew the infantry fired a vol­ 
ley, 
whereupon 
the 
dem onstrators 
turned and fled. 
T he infantry con­ 
tinued to discharge volleys into the 
retreating, shrieking multitude. Thin 
i ty-one persons were killed and m any 
wounded, and of the latter it is be­ 
lieved that fifteen will die. 
The shooting is described as having

aroused the most intense indignation 
am ong a1! classes in Warsaw.
